Grave public questions are pressing 


for decision. 
Tbe Democratic party 


appeals to the people with confidence 
that its position on these questions will 
be accepted and indorsed at the polls. 
While tbe issues Involved are numer- 
ous, some stand forth pre-eminent in 
the public mind. 
Among these are 


tariff reform, imperialism, economical 
administration and honesty in the pub- 
lic service. 
I shall briefly consider 


these and some others within tbe nec- 
essarily prescribed limits of this letter. 
Imperialism. 


While I presented my views at the 


notification proceedings concerning this 
vital issue, the overshadowing impor- 
tance of this question impels me to re- 
fer to it again. Tbe issue is often- 
times referred to as constitutionalism 
versus imperialism. 


If we would retain our liberties and 


constitutional rights unimpaired we 
cannot permit or tolerate at any time 
or for any purpose the arrogation of 
unconstitutional powers by the execu- 
tive branch of our government. We 
should be ever mindful of tbe words 
of Webster, "Liberty is only to be pre- 
served by maintaining 
constitutioual 


restraints and a just division of polit- 
ical powers." 


Already the national government has 


become centralized beyond any point 
contemplated 
or 
imagined 
by 
tho 


founders of the constitution. How tre- 
mendously all this has added to tbe 
power of the president! It has devel- 
oped from year to year until it almost 
equals that of many monarchs. While 
the growth of our country and tbe mag- 
nitude of interstate interests may seem 
to furnish a plausible reason for this 
centralization of power, yet these same 
facts afford the most potent reason 
•why the executive should not be per- 
mitted to encroach upon the other de- 
partments of the government and as- 
sume legislative or other powers not 
expressly conferred by the constitu- 
tion. 


The magnitude of the country and 


its diversity of interests and popula- 
tion would enable a determined, ambi- 
tious and able executive, unmindful of 
constitutional 
limitations 
and fired 


with the lu.st of power, to go far in 
tbe usurpation of authority and tbe 
aggrandizement of personal power be- 
fore tbe situation could be fully appre-' 
ciated or tbe people be aroused. 
i 


The Issue of imperialism which bas 


been thrust upon the country involves 
a decision whether tbe law of the land 
or the rule of. individual caprice shall 
govern. The principle of imperialism 
may give rise to brilliant, startling, 
dashing results, but the principle of 
democracy holds in check, the brilliant 
executive and subjects him to tbe so- 
ber. conservative control of tbe people. 


The people -of the United States 


stand at the parting of the ways. 
Shall we follow tbe footsteps of our 
fathers along the paths of peace, pros- 
perity and contentment guided by the 
ever living spirit of the constitution, 
which they framed for us, or shall we 
go along other and untried paths hith- 
erto shunned by all, following blindly 
new ideals which, though appealing 
with brilliancy to the imagination and 
ambition, may prove a will-o'-the-wisp, 
leading us into difficulties from which 
it may be impossible to extricate our- 
selves without lasting injury to our 
national character and institutions? 
The Tariff and Trusts. 


Tariff reform is one of the cardinal 


principles of tbe Democratic faith, and 
the necessity 1'or it was never greater 
than at the present time. It should be 
undertaken at once in the interest of 
all our people. 


Tbe I) ing ley tariff is excessive in 


many of its rules and. as to thorn at 
least, unjustly and oppressively bur- 
dens the people. It secure-; to domes- 
tic nuui ui'.-icturers, singly or in combi- 
nation. the privilege <.f exacting ex- 
cessive price.-; at house and prices far 
above the level of sales made regular- 
ly by them abroad with profit, thus 
giving a bounty to foreigners at the 
expense of our own people. It levies 
oppressive aud unjust taxes upon 
many articles forming in whole or part 
tbe so called raw material of many 
of our m.".nufac'(ured products, not on- 
ly burdening the consumer, but also 
closing 1o the irnnufacturer tbe mar- 
kets he needs and seeks abroad. Its 
unjust taxation burdens Die people 
generally, forcing them to pay excess- 
ive prices for fo.id. fuel, clothing aud 
other necessaries of life. If levies dts- 
iie.s on mluy articles not normally im- 
ported in any considerable amount 
which are maiJ'..- extensively at home. 
for which the most extreme protec- 
tionist would hardly justify protective

fore Tuesday, as many of the injured 
are in a serious condition and more 
deaths will occur at the hospitals. 
Sunday there were six deaths at that 
institution, the last one occurring at 8 
o'clock p. m., when M. P. Gant, a 
prominent North Carolinian, residing 
at Shelby, N. C., passed away. Others 
who died at the hospital were the two 
colored firemen, two little girls anc 
Nep Miller, colored, of Johnson City 
To the appended "corrected list of deac 
there must b.e addfd an unknown in 
fant found af the scene of the wrect 
and two other unidentified bodies. 


A force of_150,,men toiled at ths 


scene of the wreck .clearing the track 
for through trains, but it required 
many hours to clear tlie debris. Engi 
neers Parrott dnd Kane were found 
beneath their engines, but their bodies, 
were not badly crushed. Small frag 
ments of bodies were found in man} 
instances, but It is thought that they 
belong to bodies already found and 
brought to this city. One little baby 
was found by the wreckers, but that 
was all. 


The cause ot the terrible loss of life 


in the heavy eustbouud tiuiu was ex 
plained. It seems that tho second 
coach plowed its way into a bank in 
such a manner that the other carj 
were jammed into it and, pushed on 
by the weight of the heavy Pullmans, 
wore crushed like eggshells.

The battle began before daybreak 


on Sept. 19. At this hour the citizens 
and the garrison of Port Arthur, after 
the enjoyment of weeks of compara- 
tive security, awoke to the thunderous 
reports of artillery along the line ex- 
tending from the west of Itz moun- 
tains to Hihlung and Kikwari moun? 
tains. 
This; v, as but a preface to the 


assault, which was destined to result 
in the caritare of three new and im- 
portant Russian 
positions, together 


with six small but 
annoying forts 


lying between Shushiyen and Rihkiug 
mountain. 


Fort Kuropatkin Captured. 


At noon on Sept. -'0 the Japanese 


right and center, the former being to 
the west and the latter to the east of 
the railroad, commenced the advance. 
The troops made use of the trenches 
and infrequent natural cover that lay 
in their way. The small forts to the 
south of Shushiyen resisted, this ad- 
vance but briefly, their garrisons not 
being strong numerically. 
Since the 


beginning of the bombardment the ar- 
tillery fire from Fort Kuropatkin had' 
jeen growing steadily weaker, and. It 
laving become apparent that it had 
been 
practically silenced, the Jap- 


anese assaulted and captured the fort. 
This capture leseens further the se- 
curity of tlie fort on Rthlung moun- 
tain, which is now threatened from a 
new quarter as well as from Pali- 
chuang. 


At r> o'clock of the afternoon of tha 


20th the Japanese captured a supple- 
mcntarj- fort which from the lower 
ground threatens the fort on Itz moun- 
tain. 
This ended the heavy fighting 


for that day, although the Japanese 
later were compelled to resist several 
sorties. 


During tlie night the heavy bom- 


bardment of the Russian positions 
continued, the Japanese fire being di- 
rected with particular vigor against 
another 
supplementary 
fort 
3,000 


yards to the west of the fort on Itz 
mountain, and regarded as highly im- 
portant because of its bearing on the 
Itz and Ansliu mountain forts. 
The 


next day, after having pounded this 
position 
unmercifully and until its 


fire had slackened visibly, the Jap- 
anese delivered their assault. 
They 


met with a stubborn resistance. They 
were exposed to the fire of machine 
guns and rifles and they made frantic 
efforts to reach the top of the slope. 
They leaped over trenches and em- 
bankments and tore down the entan- 
glements in their path until at length. 
they entered the fort. 
The Russitn 


troops there refused to desert their 
position, even in the face of the su- 
perior 
numbers 
which 
confronted 


them, 
and

fort.

Mongolian pheasants, abandoned two 
years ago. proved a virtual failure, 
but the commission thinks well of the 
quail idea. 


"The quail," said Mr. Porterfield. "is 


the native game bird 
of 
Oh'-O. 
It 


would bo possible to make a success 
of prorogating them. It will eventual- 
ly become a necessity as well if the 
birds are to be perpetuated in any 
quantity. 


"The present preserve supplies are 


secured through a Kansas age'ncy and 
come largely from "'"exas and Mexico. 
We have some ordered lor next sea- 
son and the Mahoning people say they 
have ordered 20 dozen. The idea is 
being taken up in many sections of 
the state. 


"There are few Mongolian pheas- 


ants left to speak for the extensive ef- 
fort made to raise them for liberation. 
What few have done well are in the 
section along the e3ge of tho lake 
marshes in northern Ohio. 
They do 


not thrive in settled sections. In all 
of Central Ohio the greatest number 
are probably in Fairfield and Picka- 
way counties."

among many others, the people de- 
mand reform of these abuses, and such 
reform demands and should receive im- 
mediate attention.

Republican party, on the other hand, 
contends that customs duties should 
be levied primarily for protection, wo 
called, with revenue as the subordinate 
purpose, thus using the power of tax- 
ation to build up the business and prop- 
erty of the few at the expense of the 
many. 


This difference of principle still sub- 


sists, but our party appreciates that the 
long continued policy ot the country, 
as manifested in its statutes, makes it 
necessary that tariff reform should be 
prudently and sagaciously undertaken 
on scientific principles, to tbe end that 
there should not be an immediate rev- 
olution in existing conditions. 


In the ^vordfj of our platform we de- 


maud "a revision and a gradual re- 
duction of the tariff by the friends of 
the masses, and for the common weal-, 
and not by the friends of its abuses, 
its extortions and discriminations." 


It is true that the Republicans, who 


do not admit in their platform that the 
Dingley tariff needs the slightest al- 
teration, are likely to retain a major- 
ity of the federal senate throughout the 
next presidential term and could, there- 
fore,' if they chose, block every at- 
tempt at legislative relief. 
But it 


should be remembered that the Re- 
publican party includes many revision- 
ists, and I believe it will shrink from 
defying the popular will expressed un- 
mistakably and peremptorily at' the 
ballot box. 


The people demand reform of exist- 


ing conditions. 
Since the last Demo- 


cratic administration the cost of living 
has grievously increased. Those hav- 
ing fixed incomes have suffered keenly; 
those living on wages, if there has 
been any increase, know that such in- 
crease has not kept pace with the ad- 
vance in the cost of living, including 
rent and the necessaries of life. Many 
today are out of work, unable to se- 
cure any wages at all. To alleviate 
these conditions in so far as is in our 
power should be our earnest endeavor. 
Trust Remedies. 


I pointed out in my earlier response 


the remedy which, in my judgment, 
can - effectually 
be applied against 


monopolies, and the assurance was 
then given that if existing laws, in- 
cluding both statute and common law, 
proved inadequate, contrary to my ex- 
pectations, I favor such further legis- 
lation within constitutional limitations 
as'will best'promote and safeguard the 
interests of all the people. 


iWhether there is any common law 


•which can be applied and enforced by 
the federal courts cannot be determin- 
ed by the president or by a candidate 
for the presidency. 


The determination of this question 


was left by the people in framing the 
constitution to the judiciary and not 
to the executive. The supreme court 
Of the United States has recently con- 
sidered this question, and, in the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany versus the Call Publishing com- 
pany, to be fotind in the one hundred 
and eighty-first volume of the "United 
States supreme court reports, at page 
S2, it decided that common law prin- 
ciples could be applied by United 
States courts in cases involving inter- 
state commerce in the absence of Unit- 
ed States statutes specifically cover- 
ing the case. Such is the law cf the 
land. 
Reciprocity. 


In my address to the notification 


committee I said that tariff reform ''is 
demanded by the best interests of 
both manufacturer and 
consumer." 


With equal truth it can be said that 
the benefits of reciprocal trade trea- 
ties would enure to both. That the 
consumer would be helped is unques- 
tionable. That the manufacturer would 
receive great benefit by extending his 
markets abroad hardly needs demon- 
stration. His productive capacity has 
outgrown the home market. The very 
term "home"market" has changed in 
its significance. Once, from the manu- 
facturers' point of view, it meant ex- 
pansion; today the marvelous growth 
of our manufacturing industries has 
far exceeded the consumptive capacity 
of our domestic markets, and the term 
"home market" implies contraction 
rather than expansion. If we would 
run our mills to their full capacity, 
thus giving steady employment to our 
•workmen nntl securing to them and to 
the manufacturer the profits accruing 
from increased production, other mar- 
kets must be found. Furthermore, 
when out1- manufacturers are depend- 
ent on raw materials in whole or part 
imported, it is Vital to the extension 
of their mnrkff»,B abroad that .'they «•»• 


est of the manufacturer. Tl-ey present 
with clearness a situation and a pro- 
posed remedy that prompted the provi- 
sion in our platform which declares 
that "we favor liberal trade arrange- 
ments with Canada and with peoples 
of other countries where they can he- 
entered into with benefit to American 
agriculture, manufactures, milling or 
commerce." 


The persistent refusal of the Repub- 


lican majority in the federal senate to 
ratify the reciprocity treaties nego- 
tiated in pursuance of the policy ad- 
vocated alike by Mr. Binine and Mr. 
McKinley, and expressly sanctioned in 
the Dingley act itself, is a d:soov.rag- 
ing exhibition of bail faith. As already 
mentioned by me, the exorbitant duty 
imposed on -anai-.y an imported article 
by the Dingley tariff, was avowedly in- 
tended by its author not to be perma- 
nent, but to serve temporarily as a 
maximum, from which the federal gov- 
ernment was empowered to offer a re- 
duction in return for an equivalent 
concession on the pnrt of a foreign 
country. 
President McKinley under- 


took honestly to carry out the purpose 
of the act. A number of reciprocity 
agreements- were negotiated, which, if 
ratified, would have had the twofold 
result of cheapening many imported 
products for American consumers and 
of opening and enlarging foreign mar- 
kets to American producers. Not one 
of those agreements has met with the 
approval of the Republican masters oC 
the senate. Indeed they did not even 
permit their consideration. 
In view 


of the attitude of the present execu- 
tive, no now agreement need be ex- 
pected from him. Nor does the Re- 
publican platform contain a favorable 
reference to one of the suspended 
treaties. 
The reciprocity clauses of 


the Dingley act seem destined to re- 
main a monument of legislative cozen- 
age and political bad faith unless the 
people take the matter in their own 
hands at the ballot box and command 
a reduction of duties in return for 
reciprocal concessions. 
Independence For the Filipinos. 


In some quarters it has been assum- 


ed that in the discussion of the Philip- 
pine question in my response the 
phrase "self government" was intend- 
ed to mean somethiug less than inde- 
pendence. It was not intended that it 
should be understood to mean nor do 
I think as used it does mean less than 
independence. However, to eliminate 
all possibility for conjecture I now 
state that I am in hearty accord with 
that plank in our platform that favors 
doing for the Filipinos what we have 
already done for the Cubans, and I 
favor making the promise to them now 
that we shall take such action as soon 
as they are reasonably prepared for it. 
If independence such as the Cubans 
enjoy cannot be prudently granted to 
the Filipinos at this time, the promise 
that it shall come the moment they 
are capable of receiving it will tend to 
stimulate rather than hinder their de- 
velopment. And this should be done 
not only in justice to the Filipinos, but 
to preserve our own rights, for a free 
people cannot withhold freedom from 
another people raid themselves remain 
free. The toleration of tyranny over 
otherswill soon breed contempt for free- 
dom and self government and weaken 
our power of resistance to insidious 
usurpation of our constitutional rights. 
American Citizenship.

Panama Canal. 


Au isthmian caaal has long been the 


hope of our statesmen and tlie avow- 
ed aim of 'the two great parties, as 
their platforms in the p;ist show. Tbe 
Panama route ha\ ing been selected, 
the building of the canal should be 
pressed to completion with ail reason- 
able expedition. 


The methods by which the executive- 


acquired the Panama canal route and 
rights are a source of regret to many. 
To them tbe statement that thereby a 
great public work was nssmed to 


usurpation. It is said that "this order 
was mnOe in the perf'irinnr.ce of a 
duty imposed upon the pn^ideiit by 
act of congress," but tlie provision 
making the imposition i-' not pointed 
out. 
The act to which the order re- 


fers, which is tbe one i elating to pen- 
sions to civil war veterans does not 
authorize pensions on tiie ground of 
age. It does grant PPHMOUS to those 
'•suffering from any mc-'.nal or physical 
disability or disabilities of a perma- 
nent character, not the result of tbeir 
own vicious habits, which so incapaci- 
tates them from the performance of 
manual labor as to re.ider them una- 
ble to earn a support." This specified 
requirement of iucapai ity is in effect 
set aside by order No. 7» as to all per- 
sons over sixty-two. 


The war closed nearly forty years 


ago. 
In the meantime many of our 


soldiers and sailors Jong survived the 
age of sixty-two and passed away 
without receiving any pension. Skill- 
ful pension attorneys, hunting through 
tlie statute, failed to lind there a pro- 
vision giving a pension to all who had 
reached sixty-two. 
Many prominent 


veterans urged the justice of congres- 
sional action giving a service pension 
to all veterans. 
Bills to that effect 


were introduced in congress. And not 
until March of this year did any one 
ever claim to have made tlie discovery 
that the president had power to treat 
the statute as if it read that when a 
chiiaiant bad passed the age of sixty- 
two years he is necessarily disabled 
one-half in ability to perform manual 
labor and therefore entitle.! to a pen- 
sion. 


The present pension commissioner in- 


dicoted bis view of the order when In 
a recent address he thanked the presi- 
dent for what he had done and advised 
his bearers to use their influence th.it 
a law might be passed to the same ef- 
fect. Full confidence, after all, seems 
not to have been placed on the defonso 
of justification, for it is pleaded in 
mitigation that a former Democratic 
president did something looking in that 
direction. Even if that were so, which 
is not admitted, our present 
duty 


would be none tbe less pl.iin and im- 
perative. Our people must never tol- 
erate the citation of one act of usurpa- 
tion of power as an excuse for anoth- 
er.

Our commerce in American bottoms 


amounts to but 8 per cent of our tota! 
exports and imports. 
For seventy 


years prior to I860, when the Repub- 
lican party came into power, our mer- 
chant marine carried an average of 
75 per cent of our foreign commerce. 
By 1S7T it had dwindled to 27 per cent. 
Now we carry but a contemptibly 
small fraction of our exports and im- 
ports.

Reform In Governmental Expenditures, 


Twenty-eight yearn have passed *ince 


the Democratic party of the state of New- 
York in convention assembled recom- 
mended to the national Democracy the 
nomination of Samuel J. Tilden as its, 
candidate for the presidency and declared 
It to be "their settled conviction that a 
return to the constitutional principles. 
frugal expenses and administrative purity 
of the founders of the republic is the first 
and most imperious duty of the times— 
the commanding issue now before the 
people of the Union." This strong ex- 
pression was called forth by the national 
expenditures for the year IS. 5, which 
amo-intpfl to S274.000.0iXV-a situation which, 
in the opinion of a. majority ol our peo- 
ple, justified an imperative demand for 
reform in the administration of public 
affairs. 
Ae the expenditures of the last 


fiscal year amounted to the enormous 
total of $5S2.000,QCO, it in evident that a 
thorough investigation t)S the public serv- 
ice and the immediate abandonment of 
useless and extravagant expenditures arc 
more necessary now than they were then. 
This astounding increase is, Out of all 
proportion to the Increase of our popula- 
tion and finds no excuse from whatever 
aspect we view the situation. The na- 
tional Democratic platform declares that 
"large reductions can eusilv be made in 
the annual expenditures of the govern- 
ment without impairing the efficiency of 
any branch of the public service." Can 
there be any doubt of the accuracy of 
this statement? 
Between the expendi- 


tures of the yr-ar 1886. a-nounting to $242.- 
000,000, and those of the last fiscal year— 
the seventh after Grover Cleveland cea«- 
ed to be president-aggregating 5582,000,000, 
there is a. difference so great as to excite 
alarm in the breasts of all 
thoughtful 


men. 
Even excluding the sum of $50,000.- 


000 paid for the Panama canal rights and 
to the state of Panama, the expenditures 
of the last fiscal year exceeded the sum 
of $532.00n,00n, bcinp; more than double the 
expenditures nf the government for all 
purposes during the first year of Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. 


The expenses of the first four years suc- 


ceeding the last Democratic administra- 
tion amounted to the enormous average 
of $511.000.000 per year. 
This large ex- 


penditure was due to a considerable ex- 
tent to the cost of the Spanish-American 
•War, which occurred during that period. 
But the termination of that war brought 
no relief to the' treasury, for the average 
annual expenses of the government dur- 
ing the three subsequent years ending 
June 30, 1904, were about $519,000.000. which. 
is the' largest sum hitherto reached dur- 
ing a like period since the elose of the 
civil war. 
This draft upon the revenues of the 


country has had the effect which might- 
have been anticipated, and now we have 
presented the ic verse of the situation, 
which led to the famous observation, "It 
is a condition and not a. theory which 
confronts us," for. although the present 
incumoent found at the close of the first 
fiscal year during which he assumed con- 
trol of the administration a surplus of re- 
ceipts over expenditures of more than 
$91,000,000, there was an excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts at the close of 
the last fiscal year of $42,000,000, and the 
official 
monthly reports made by the 


treasury department show that the ex- 
penditures are continuously and rapidly 
increasing-, while the receipts are dimin- 
ishing. 
In this connection it is interesting to 


note the recent administrative orders for- 
bidding government officers from making 
public any statement of estimates on 
which future appropriations are to be
